When we were warned, of old, for encourag- 
ing people from all nations to settle.on the 
exhaustless continent, that we were “ under- 
mining our own institutions,” it was very 
properly answered that if those institations 
could ‘not stand the strain they were not 
what they were designed to be. The result, 


occurred. If there be any exception at all, 
it has come from that. very class who now 
take ground sgainst extending to the Chi- 
nese the rights and privileges accorded to 
them. 

And, in fact, xt ig likely to be those whe 
least sympathize with American principles 
and policy that take ground against giving 
the Chinese a fair chance, Perhaps their 
fear may come from real anxiety as to the 
successful maintenance of our institutions 
under an Asiatic influx,—and, if so, we do 
not share their trepidation.

‘This is only one instance. bg our intelli- 
gent lsborer could take an ‘excursion of a 
hnndred miles around New-York, he would 
seeeverywhere springing up in the compara- 
tively untaxed rural districts, huge facto- 
ries, sugar refineries, breweries, sewing mar 
chine factories, and hundreds of simular es- 
tablishments. The cause of this exodus of 
capital he would discover to be the desire to 
escape the local taxation of New-York City. 
Again, if he would inquire further, he would 
discover that a great deal of the printing 
and ‘book-making of New-York is done in 
distant districte, even in Massachusetts, on 
account of the cheaper labor there ; the cause 
of this greater cheapness being the lower 
rents aud less personal expenses of the 
operative, these again being reduced by an 
honest local administration: He would find 
also that numerous branches of other manu- 
factaring, whose products are sold here, are 
carried on in New-England, though this 
City has more facilities for them, because of 
the heavy taxation and higher price of laber 
here. . 

The working class should understand that 
the result of this increasing plunder and 
is sure to be most disastrous to themselves. 
There will be hosts of unemployed men in 
the City this Winter. Many branches of pro- 
duction will be closed. The masses of poor

But it seems tous that the reasons which the 
Nation gives for questioning its probability ate 
not only trivial and unsatisfactory, but singu- 
larly overbearing, “All stories of this kind,” 
says the Nation, “are to be judged by reforence 
to the general political situation.” We did se 
Judge of this story, and with some care. ‘But the 
Nation goes on: “Few who have paid even 
slight attention to Austrian and Prussian poli- 
ties during the past year will credit a report of 
‘an alliance, for any practical purpose, between 
Russia and Austria as against Prussia.” This 
the “Diddgeon” order of argument against 
which it would be idle to contend. Whea one 
party to 8 controversy declares that the ether 
party knows nothing about the subject, 
‘and then proceeds to demonstrate his own 
want of information, it is generally sufficient 
to bid him farewell at that point. It aught, how- 
ever, be suggested to the Nation that no one has 
ever dreamed of Russia and Austria entertain- 
ing any scheme in concert against Prassia. It 
does not seem to have comprehended the situa 
tion. The Crown Prince of Prussip, it says, has 
been visiting Vienna, and this it construes into a 
sign that Austria does not entertain sinister de- 
signs toward Prussia. ‘Im other words, the wolf 
has condescended to call on the lamb, and there- 
fore the lamb is bound in future to love the wolf. 
BiSMaRcK, we further read, is “ rusticating on 
his estates,” and Prussia ia experiencing a fall- 
ing off im her revenue—and this, we aro told, is 
‘another sign of peace.

Portugal appears to be ina singular com 
dition, for this enlightened age at least. It has 
not that blessing—a political Opposition, All 
the Ministers, as they succeed each other, are 
Liberals. This apparently anomalous state of 
affairs is, however, nothing new, but has existed 
for many years. The reason, also, is as old as 
the hille—want of money for Government use 
chiefly in mternal improvements. This is so 
pressing a necessity, that the most distinguished 
statesmen sink their-individual views on general 
questions, and coalesce upon that of finance and 
development of the country’s wealth. These 
are wise men in their generation , a8 the results 
of thejr efforts show. - ‘Although the cost of the 
public debt has more than doubied within the 
last fifteen years, the revenue bas increased 
thirty percent. During the same period more 
than eight millions sterling has been expended 
in railréads and other means of transit, and the 
agricultural exports have risen from seven to 
twelve milhons of milreis. In 1853 there were 
but two mines, chiefly tron and copper, and now 
there are fifty-six working, ninety-four conceded, 
tr ca eee .
